Orchardists Carry 
Water To Trees 


The lack of rain in the upper end 
section of the county has become so 
serious that a number of orchard­ 
ists are carrying water to their 
peach orchards hoping to forestall 
any serious damage to the fruit In 
at least one instance the spray pipe 
line* are being utilized to conduct 
the water through the orchards 
The early apple crop is being seri­ 
ously affected, the fruit lacking both 
size and color 
Another source of 
loss is tile increase in the number 
of apples which drop from the trees. 
The breezes which made the hot 
weather bearable are causing the 
orchardists a great deal of concern. 
Bean Crop Hit 
The bean crop has already suf­ 
fered. 
Bean growers report smaller 
crops and a lower grade of beans 
ljecau.se of the dryness 
The fac­ 
tories which are canning the beans 
report that they will not be able to 
ojierate more than a few days more 
and that at a decreased capacity 
unless rain falls 
So far they esti­ 
mate that the canneries have had 
only a twenty-Ave per cent yield 
from the fields 
The swimming hole at Table Rock, 
a favorite among the younger gener­ 
ation. was reported dried up.
